Cover Crop And 
Soil Drifting 


(A. D. Smith, Agronomist) 

Fall-seeded cover crops has play¬ 
ed an important role in controlling 
soil drifting in the area immed¬ 
iately east of the southern Alberta 
foothills. In more recent years, 
farmers have found it profitable 
to pasture these crops, and to a 
certain extent their original role 
has been given secondary consider¬ 
ation.

Cover crop tests this year at the 
Ciareshiflm and Fincher Creek Il¬ 
lustration Station* .have provided 
some in .'resting informaton. Vic¬ 
tory and Eagle oats were affected 
less by aphids than were any o- 
fher cereals. Thatcher and Chinook 
spring wheat and Kharkov winter 
wheat were completely destroyed, 
t'ompnna and Vantage barley suf¬ 
fered damn jo of 70 and 30 per 
cent, respectively Fall rye was on¬ 
ly slightly damaged These results 
are interesting because live stock 
prefer oats to other cereals. 

In August, 1here was consider¬ 
able concern that a serious soil 
drifting \itiiaton might develop as 
a result -if a cover crop failure be¬ 
cause of aphid infestation ano 
lack of moisture. It is fortunate 
that oats were sown almost ex¬ 
clusively and that weather condi¬ 
tions improved in the fall to pro¬ 
vide a fair growth. On some fields, 
there is sufficient growth to allow 
a limited number of glazing, and 
or. others there is only sufficient 
to pevent soil drifting. These 
latter fields should not be grazed. 
This is a year when soil drifting 
control should be given the place 
o' first Importance.

fective forage crops to use. I hove 
seen this method used, and the 
rsults were very good after two 
or three years. 

Fall rye can be used to advan¬ 
tage. When moisture conditions 
are favourable it may be-seeded 
after removal of a crop wheat, 
oats or barley. This should be done 
as early as possible. Fall rye may 
also be seeded on summerfallow 
about September 1st at the rate 
of one and one-half bushels per 
acre. The crop should be harvested 
as soon as ripe, * and the field 
Cultivated until freeze-up. 

3,4-D can usually be used to ad¬ 
vantage in combination with cul¬ 
tural methods, or when using a 
competitive crop. 

Late fall cultivation is Important, 
don’t neglect thistle patches on 
summerfallow or stubble land af¬ 
ter harvest. •

Household Chemicals Dangerous 


Greater care in handling drugs- and household chemicals, 
particularly in homes with small children, was urged by the 
Hon. Paul Martin, Minister of National Health and Welfare, 
as a result of a detailed study of figures compiled by the Dom¬ 
inion Bureau of Statistics on deaths from accidental poisoning 
in Canada. * 

Mr. Martin said that officials of the Foocl and Drug Divi¬ 
sions of his department were alarmed when it was found that 
over one-quarrter of the deaths from accidental poisoning in 
1952 had occurred in children under four years of age. A total
